The Po Leung Kuk is indebted to tha dir.

The Directors of the hospital and the Chinose 
community generally were taken by surprise to 
find, when the occasion arose for. using the 
infectious diseases branch hospital at Kennedy 
Town, thet small-pox cases could notibo recolved.

From the deck of the Canton steamer ag you 
near Canton city, threading your way through 
thobusy throngs of junke, boats and eampans, you 
nolico two pagoUns raising thoir stondor’ shafta 
towards the sky, right in. the vory heart of the 
old city itself, Ono is tho usual pogeda, so 
common in China and so pictarcequo, adding 
an air of picquancy to the landscape; and the 
other vory dissimilar, not brolon into nine 
stories aa tho Flowery Pagoda. It ia really 
not o pagoda at all, but a smooth round towor of 
considorablo height on tho top of which is 
anothor smaller tower, or minarot, .Thore is a 
staircaso inside, by which ascout could bemado to 
the summit, but this ia kept olosod. , 

Clesa. by the towor is o building, the 
architectural features of which aro those of a. 
Chinoso ‘temple, but no idols uro enshrined 
within its courts, As one looka into tho largo 
main hall ono soos a pulpit in tho corner. Qn 
the wolls inscriptions are seen. In large Arabic — 
charactors the principal article of the Muhom- 
edun creed is émblazoned forth—" There is but 
ove God, and Mahomot is his prophet,” 

In tho main ball there is an altar, on which 
appears a groon tablet inscribed in letters of 
gold “ Mny tho Emperor live for over, for over 
and evor.” Incunso ia burned before this, and 
it is anid adoration is poid to it. That 
Mehomodans should so far forget one of 
their first principles is wonderful. It. is 
not surprising thot Buddhist snd Taoist man- 
astories abould have such tablets for worship, 
for they aro idolatrous syatumu, but Mahomo. 
dans— fo 8 ‘ 

Tho Chinese government, howover, insists ~ 
upon this, and Cliristiduity is the only religion 
in China which has refused this act of adoration 
toa human being. The Mahomedaus in China 
appear to have somowhat plinble consciences, 
‘This plinbility of conseieuco has ila sanction in 
the Koran, for Mahomet toushed by the 
imprisonmonts, tortures and sufferings his 
disciples pormitted, ‘an by Divine revelation, 
converts, under certain circumstances, to deny 
their faith so long as their hearts wero steadfast 
in it. : 

This mosque was orected during the 7th 
Century A.D, . ‘There aro fuar othor mosques in. 
Canton,. where, altogether, thero sre 3,00 - 
Mahoniedans, ; 

Were wo to visit thesc places at tho hour of 
prayor we would at first sight fancy wo saw 
Arabions at thoi prayers; as the bright colours 
of the Chinese robes and jackats sre changed 
at such times to loog white robes, and {urbans 
of the same colour cover tha head. Tha 
wearers prostrato themselyes, to the West to- 
wards their holy gity,, Meoca.. Sohools nro 
atteched (o these mosques. whero the children 
of Mahomodan porents are taught to read the

Arab traders visited China many years ago 
and the trade botween ‘China ond the Arabian 
Sex coused them to oven. setilo in China, 
particularly at seaports such as Canton and.

'  - -HONGKONG.

The Registrar General in his annual report 

states :-— 
1, One unsatisfactory feature of the returns is 
ithe number of women (53 per cent.) who sre 
unconditionally released after a poriod of doten- 
{ tion. Theso women may be divided into, 
four closses—(1) girls who have boon trined, 
to lead an immoral life bot who appear to 
be too young to be considered free genta; 
(2). grown up women mostly widows and 
sorvants who Pave just commenced to lead an 
immoral life ; (3) grown up women thelieved.to 
be enforing on an immoral life under com- 
polsion; (4) grown up. women, intending 
emigrants, claiming to be married women, 
but suspected of buing induced to emigrate by 
fraud or intimidation. Tho difficultios in the 
way of forming a correct julgmont on the first 
examination are very great, To bogin with, 
the women and girls tn classes 1 aud 2 almost 
invariably makoa false statement, one which 
is taught them by their owners and by the 
keopers of disorderly houses, and which varies 
Bo as to auit the idiosyncracy of the 
examining officer. What the Registrar 
|General has to go by is tho benring and 
appearance of the wont, their accent 
and thoir familiarity with tfe-life they state 
they ars lending. If they appear to be vory 
young, bearing in mind that 20 per cent. of 
these women do not consider themsalves ta ba 
fres agents, he has no eption but to remove 
them temporsrily from the influence of their 
owners and do his best to ascertain their real 
ago and history. If they appear to belong to 
class 2 he must satisfy himself that they 
understand they are not bound by any con- 
sideration. given in Chins or any. agreement 
mndo there. Class 3 consista of very ignorant 
women from the interior of the province or per-' 
haps from Kwangsi. It has been ible to 
rescue & number of these, but the majority have 
beon kept in Canton or some other city by 
their owners until they have become reconciled 
to the lifo. - 

Special efforts have been made during the 
ear to prevent young girls. enteritg on an 
immoral life in the Colony, and the success 
though not striking, is I think as great ascuuld | 
be expected. I hopo however I way find it 
powible, with the co-operation of the Ch'aese 
gentlemen who are interosted in this work, ta 
roducethe number of women sont to-the Po 
Leung Kuk, ond thus lessen the inconvenience 
tothe women themselves, and ligrbten the burden 
borne by the Suciety. The total number of 
persons sdmitfed to the Po Leany Kuk during 
the year was 676, “compared with 826 in 1993, 
a very satisfuctory decrease, as there is no reason 
to suspect s relaxation of vigilance on the part 

of the Polics or of this Department. 

Twenty-five runaway waid-servanis were 
admitted during the year. Most of the litiJe 
yirls complain of ill-treatment, but it is-very 
rarely that uny signs of ill-treatment can be 

Boon; when they. are, the Police ary at once 
communicated with, I believe that as a class, 
these Chinese maid-sorvants in Hongkong are 
aware of the protection that the Gorerument 
will extend to them, The case is the same with 
the inmates of honses of ill-fume, though many 
of them feel bouud in honour to serve their 
owner for the number of years—usually—from 
one to three in Hongkong—agresd upon. 

“In 1883 the late Dr. Stewart, who was then 
Registrar General, introduced a system of 
securing the proper upbringiog of certain girls 
who had come under his protection, by requiring 
their guardiuns to enter into o bond te bring 
them to see fhe Registrar General once every 
quarter. until they were satisfactorily settled 

In 1891 the number of: these girls was 
They were mostly little children found 
iu disorderly houses, the close of 1903 the 
number was further vedicail to 13, and it is 
natisfactory to think that no considerable 
invrease .is to be anticipated from the source 
above mentioned. : 

All the same, 18 more girls wore added to the 
list during 1904. But they ar on older class— 
nbont 15 or 16 yoars of age —who have already 
entored.on an*immoral life. No prosecution of 
their owners is possible, as proofof their real age 
cannot be procured, All that can bo jdone is to 
bind their guardians, if any ore forthcoming, 
not to let them enter s disorderly house, but to 
keop them in Hongkong and bring them before 
the Registrar Gonoral at regular intervals, 

Tho Women and Girls Protection Ordinance 
gives the Registrar General very full powors 
of protection, but unfortunately permits the 
criminal to escape unpunished, In every 
charge made under Section 3 (trafic in woman 
of girl), it is necessary to prove “purpose of, 
prostitution.” ‘This parpore is’ in many cases 
obrions, but impossible of proof, as ‘nat zl 
the victim is not consnited and the arrests are

The Registrar General reports : ~Duriog 
1904 out of 11,521 porsons examined by the 
Registrar General bofore embarkation, 135, or 
12 per cent., were detained for enquiries. OF 
these, 74 wero ultimately allowed to leave with- 
out any order being made. : 
Titondiog emigrants are examined by tho 
Assistant Registrar General, and where he 
suspects frand or intimidation, the Registrar. 
General re-examinos and decides as to whether 
detention is necessary or not. The firat ex. 
amination is necessarily of a cursory character, 
the time spent in examining 9,085 persons 
boing 77 hours, but the large majority of 
tho emigrants are obviously above suspicion, and 
nothing more than an cramination vf the 
photograph and a few questions are called for. 
It has boon raid that the present system of 
examination and tho possibility of detention act 
as a deterront to respectable women emigrating. 
This is quite possible, and I have known cases 
where it hns happened. Last year, 51 respect- 
able women were detained, and in the case of 
21 of theso, it was found on further exami- 
nation ‘that there was mo cause for deton- 
tion, But the cases of these women are 
invarinbly investigated the evening of their 
detention by the Committee of the Po Leang 
Kuk, ond if the result of the investigation 
is satisfactory, they are releaved the next 
morning snd enabled to proceed on their 
voyega’ by the at-wmer by which they 
have taken their passsayo, ‘Iwo respectable 
women passenyers by steamer which jeft on 
the 25th January-this yeur were detuin d for a 
night, hut allowed to proceed on their voyage 
after further enquiries, whilst umong the 
passengers by a sfeamer which’ left the week 
fore, there werd two women dud a girl posiug 
as married women, who were discovered to have 
been carried off by robbers, but were in such 
fear ‘of the kidonppers that even at their first 
appearsoce in Court they were afraid to give 
evidence agains: them, Fortunately their con- 
fidence revived, ond the’three men who were 
tuking them ebrond were sentenced to one 
year's herd labour. 
During the year 1904, 50 hotels -and 32 
emigration-houses (for men only) were licensea, 
At the end of the year there were were 43 hotels 
pad 14 ewigration-hodsia’ holding licences, as 
against 50: hotels: and 16 emigration houses at, 
the close of 1903, Tho total number of emi- 
grants passed by the Erigration Officer and by 
the Registrar General daring the year was 
76,304. .The 50 hotels: afford accommodation 
for 3,267 persons sud employ 1.011 servants, 
so that the uumber of guests that can 
be accommodated ot one time is . 2,256, 
It is not only intending emigrants who are 
accommodated ia these hotels bnt peo. le retarn- 
iug to China, besides numbers of temporary 
visitors te Hongkong. The 14 emigration- 
houses can lexally accommodate 264 persons 
but as they employ 89 servants the number of 
emigrants in them at any ove time cannot 
exceed 175, The largest house csn accommodate 
41 or‘ grants, but there is ouo which can only 
accommodate 3, threo 4, end two 6. ‘These 
houses are obviously oaly smigration offices, 
The Protector of Chinesy at Singapore muntions 
in bis annual report for 1903that 12,177 uopaoid 
passengers arrived from Hongkong during the 
year. All of these should have passed through 
the 14 licensed emigration: houses and have 
spent 48 bours there, It ‘is unfortunate that 
#0 for, it bas been found impossible to appoint 
an Inspector to ‘ensure the enforcement of the 
law. ‘The revenne derived from these licences
